mots, were their Courage to their Ma/ice: But, 
gr prefent, they content themfelves with vilifying the 
Government, debafing the Majefty of the King, and 
ing the moft monftrous Doétrines that ever 

, the Heart of Man, on purpofe to throw Dif- 
upon the Revolution, and the pretent Royal Family. 
Tothis End, they advance thefe two Pofitions ; one is, 
«That arbitrary Government or Byranny, fapported by 
‘ Pafrve Obedience and Non-Refiftance, is much better 
‘than the prefent Government, which they call an 
‘ abflute Monarchy, founded on Corruption:’ And the 
ter, as a Confequence of the firft, is, chat our ancient 
Conftitution was better than the modern; nay, not only 
the Civil, but the Ecclefiaftical Part of the ancient Con- 
fitution, that is, Popery it/e/f was almoft as good as 
Protefanti/m ; or, however, not half fo bad as fome 
People make it. This is the Point I fhall now confider. 
Tut Defign of feveral late Craft/men, even at a 
Time when Popery gains Ground among the common 
People, hath been to conceal, as much as poffible, its 
horrid Deformity; and reprefent it as avery barmiej;, 
inffenfve Thing, difturbing no Man till they diftarb 
the Chirch: « The Difputes, fays Mr. D’ Anwers, of 
‘‘antient Popery, were only about keeping Eaffer, the 
‘ Eeclefiaftical Tonfure, and fuch like Trifles, which 
‘related only to the Circumflances and Ceremonies, but 
‘did not affect the E/fentials of Religion. ——— Again. 
‘ The /piritual Part of Religion, or what relates mere- 
‘ly to Articles of Faith, being above suman Compre- 
* benfion, our Forefathers did not contend or ftruggle 
‘ hout, becaufe Points above buman Comprebenfion, are 
* the only Subje&-Matter of Faith: Thefe, therefore, 
“continued much the fame to the Reformation and'after- 
‘wards; but the Power and Wealth of the Church, 
‘the ancient Barons, and ancient Parliaments, bravely 


‘‘oppofed ; and fo they were not S/aves, but Bigot..’

Tuts is the Craft/man’s Reafoning to thew, That the 
“ancitrt Conftitution, in Church as well as State, was not 


Slavery. Rut 1 affirm, ‘and will prove too, that ’twas—;; 


al Slavery ; that the Con/fitution itfelf was Slavery; that 
what Mr. D’ Anvers ignorantly and ridiculoufly calls the 
firttual Part of Religion, that is, Articks of Faith, 
Were all SYavifb ; or, Articles calculated and framed for 
this very Purpofe, to put out thé Light of Men’s na- 
tural Underftandings, and fo prepare them for the Re- 
n of all thofe ines on which the ‘ancient 
yfounded their Ecclefiaftical Empire over our Souls, 
Bodies, and Eftates; and, that this Ecclefiaftical, Slavifh 
Empire, was alfo chablioeg by Law, and was Part of 
the Civil Conflitution ; for it makes the firft Article of 
| Charta itfelf, Which rans in thefe Words : 

ON, »Y the Grace of God, King of England, &:-. 
fo the Arc bifhops, Bifhops, Abbots, Earls, Barons, 
Se. Know ye, &c. That we have, in the fir 
_*ace, Grantep to Gop, and confirmed, by this 
Sur prefent Charter, for us and for our Heirs for Ever, 

at the Churches of England thall be Free, and fhall 
“Woy their Rights and Franchifes entirely and fully. — 

Tw#e Queftion then is, In what confifted this Free- 
dom of ‘the Church? And what were its Rights and 
ranchiy, :? When thole are fairly laid before the Reader, 


he 4 iately ao the Freedom of the Church 
was the Slavery, ¢ Slavery of the People ; 
and, that every tage of Vis Church was caleulnted 
for that very P ' 

Tue frf and fundamental Dofrines of this Church, 
on which their Empire was built, were, that Chrif’s 
Kingdom «was of this World; that the Church was that 
Kingdom ; that, therefore, there ought to be /ome 
Man or Afiembly of Men, by whote Mouth 7e/as 
Chrift (now in Heaven) fpeaks and gives Law: That 
this Power Rega/, under Chrift, was in the Pope; that 
the Pope’s being Chrift’s Vicar-General, and Supream 
in his Kingdom, it was neceflary, for every Chrifiian 

img to receive his Crown by a Chriffian Bifhop ; trom 
‘which Ceremony came the Claufe of Dei Gratia in his 
Title ; for then only he was made King by the Grace of 
God, when he was crowned by the Authority of God's 
Univerfal Vicegerent upon Earth: As a Confequence of 
this Doctrine, that the King was made by the Authority of 
the Church, or at leaft, could not be made without it, 
was the other Doétrine, that he might be uxmade again, 
and his Subjeés abjolved from their Oaths of Fidelity and 
Allegiance ; which, becaufe it has been moft impudently 
denied by the Roman Catholicks in England, (who 
afiert any thing before Proteflant:, generally ignarant of 
Ecclefiaftical Hiftory) 1 will put beyond all manner of 

i 


te. 

In the fourth Council of Lateran, held under Pope 
Innocent the Third (Chap. 3. de Hereticis) are thefe 
Words, asa Decree of the Carholick Church, ‘ That if 
* a King, at the Pope’s Admonition, do not purge his 
* Kingdom of Herefes ; and, being excommunicate for 
* the fame, do not give Satisfadtion within a Year, Ais 
* Subje&s are abfolved from the Bond of their Obedience.’ 

Tus Council is called The Great, from the vait Num- 
ber of Prelates who affifted at it. The Pope convened 


it in 1215, and it beghn the rath of November. The 


Patriarchs of Conftantinople and ‘Jerufalem aflilled in 
Perfon ; and thote 


of Alexandria and Antioch by their 
Deputies. Befids them there were feventy-one Arch- 
bifhops, three hundred and forty Bifhaps, above cight 
hundred Abbots or Priors, and the Ambafladors of moit 
fovereign Princes : This therefdre cannet be called aw 
A&G of the Pope’s only (whois allowed, by our Englifs 
Catholicks in their Difputes with Proteftants, to err) but 
itis a Decree of the Pope and a General Council, the 
greateft and moit folemn that ever was aflembled ; fo 
that if any thing can be called a Determination or De- 
cree of rue Catruoricx Cuurcn, this has an 
undoubted Right to it. 

Ir ought carefully to be obferved by the Engli> 
Reader, that this Doétrine of depofing Princes, and 
abfalving their Subje@s from their Oaths, was put in 
Practice by the very Pope who fummoned this Council ; 
for the Council was held in King ‘odn’s Reign, and 
near the Time when this Pope Innocent the Third ex- 
abjolved all bis Subje@s from their 
of Fidelity and Allegiance, and put the whole 
Kingdom under an Jnterdi@ ; that is, forbad the Exer- 
cife of any Part of Religion throughout the Realm of 
England ; and fo left the Subje&s, im the Opinion of 
the Church at leaft, under a Neceffity of being eter- 
nally damned for the Difobedience of heir King towards 
the Pope, as Chrift’s Vicar-General. 

Tuese Dottrines of Slavery were one Confequence 
of thofe two fundamental Opinions of the Church of 
Rome, that the Church is Chrif’s Kingdom; and, that 
the Pope is fpiritual King: Hence came the Diftinétion 
between the Canon Law or Aéts of the Church, and 
the Civil Law or *Acts of the State ; which Canons, 
tho” they were but Cavons, or Rules propounded, and only 
voluntarily received by Chriftian Princes, tll the Trant- 
lation of the Empire to Charlemaign, yet afterwards, as 
the Power of the Pope increafed, became Rules com- 
manded, and the Emperors themfelves (to avoid greater 
Miichiefs)’ were forced to let them pefs for Laws. 
Hence alio came the Exemption of all Ecclefiaftichs trom 
the Tributes and Tribunals too of the Civil Power ; by 
which Means all the Ecclefiafticks in the Kingdom (who 
enjoyed the Benefit of the Laws, and were protecied by 
the Power of the Ciai/ Magiftrate) did, notwithitanding, 
pay no Part of the Publick Expence, nor were liable to 
the Penalties due to their Crimes. 

Tne Dottrine of Jnfallibility was another Confequence 
of the Pope’s being /piritual King onder, jetus.Chritt 7 


which Doétrine produced a total Refignation of Undet- 
pee A is made every Subjedt a Slave ; for Reafon, 
which God gave us to diftinguith Right from Wrong in 
all Things, was to be abjhutely given up. Doubting wad 
the firft to Damnation ; but Oppo/ition to any Opi- 
nions eftablifhed by this /firitual Legiflature, rendered 
the poor Sinner or Hererich completely miferable in thi 
World and the next. No wonder after this, that the 
Laity, thus divefted of their Rea/n, fhould believe the 
Priefts could retain or remit Sins, and fo wifely made 
= _ their Heirs, by giving their Eftates to the 
arch | 


Tuts is a true Reprefentation of our ancient Ecc 


aftical Conflitution ; and yet Mr. D’ Awvers will not 
allow it to be a State of Slavery; becaufe, in fome Ages, 
the Church did not perfecute: For, fays he, there was 
no Difference of Opinion. Ridiculous indeed! The 
Reafon why, for feyeral Ages, there was no Difference 
of Open, was not becaufe they were mot Slaves, but 

ule they tere Slaves; "tis the higheft Proof of & 
moft abfolute and aes Tyranny. ‘The fame Reafon 
holds now in Spaiz other Countries; they cannot 
difter without being ruined here, and damned hereafter. 
The Difficulties and Difcouragements which atrend private 
Judgment hold them fait toa bleffed Yeifirmi No 
Difference of Opinion is therefore fo om being 4. 
Proof of ao Slavery, that ‘tis the highalt Proof of a mof 
confirmed and rgsted Slavery; it fhews, they are as 
truly dead in Slawery as thofe who were totally under 
the Power of their Lufts and Paflions, were dead in 
Trefpafes and Sins. And tho’ our Ancefors were not 
quite fo dead as the Spaniards, but ftruggled now and 
then ; yet they were fo fupidly orthodox, that they never 
felt but when their Money was carried, in an extraor- 
dinary Manner, to Rome, or the fpiritual Men carried off 
larger Quantities than ufual of their Carn, Cattle, or 
Wool, and which they would have carried all away, 
had it not been for the Statute of Mortmain. 

Bur notwithftanding the Truth of all thefe Things, 
evident as the Sum, and Pereofi of abfolute Slavery ; yct 
Mr. D* Anvers ts grown fo much in Love with Azti- 
quity, out.of mere Spight to the pre/ent Government, as 
to affirm, that the Ecclefiaftical Part of our amcient Con- 
flitution was a harmlefs inofienfive Thing.
